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Police patrols set up 
after school incidents 


POLICE have set up “reas¬ 
surance patrols” outside 
two schools in Newmarket 
after two separate inci¬ 
dents in the last week. 

A group of five young 
teenagers - three girls and 
two boys - were left “very 
distressed” after a man 
threatened to stab them as 
they walked home along 
Exning Road between 
Brickfields Avenue and the 
A14 bridge at 3.15pm on 
September 23. 

The teenagers were jok¬ 
ing amongst themselves 
when a man who had been 
walking behind them, 
overtook them and then 
turned to face them. 

He used abusive lan¬ 
guage towards them before 
saying that he would stab 
them. He then continued 
walking towards Exning. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
Police said: “The suspect is 
described as a white man, 
aged between 50 and 60, 
around 6ft in height, with 
grey/white hair which was 
slicked back. 

“He was wearing a green 
jumper/jacket and blue

jeans. The group were very 
distressed by this incident 
and police would appeal to 
anyone who believes they 
may know who the suspect 
is to come forward.” 

Officers will be conduct¬ 
ing extra patrols in and 
around Exning Road at 
school leaving time. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, prin¬ 
cipal of Newmarket Col¬ 
lege, in Exning Road, said: 
“The incident happened 
away from college prem¬ 
ises and is not therefore a 
school matter. However, 
staff at the College are sup¬ 
porting our students, talk¬ 
ing to parents and working 
closely with the police to 
help them with their inves¬ 
tigation.” 

In a separate incident, 
police were called on Fri¬ 
day to Houldsworth Valley 
Primary School, in Rowley 
Drive, where a woman was 
seen in the school grounds. 

Headteacher Sharon 
FitzGerald said staff went 
over to speak to her but she 
left. The school called the 


police, alerted parents of 
the incident through their 
Facebook page, and also 
called nearby schools. 

Mrs FitzGerald said: 
“With things like that we 
just have to err on the side 
of caution. 

“As is our protocol we 
contacted the police and 
our colleagues in other 
schools. Our biggest con¬ 
cern is the children’s safety 
as always. 

“We have advised par¬ 
ents to be vigilant as we 
always do.” 

A police spokesman said: 
“We were called to reports 
a woman had jumped 
the fence into the school 
grounds and made ges¬ 
tures at the children and 
then jumped back over the 
fence. 

“We searched the site 
but there was no sign of 
her. She was described as 
quite tall with short dark 
hair and middle-aged.” 

Police would like to 
speak to the woman or an¬ 
yone who was in the Row- 
ley Drive area around 1pm.

said: “It is good news that 
Sainsbury’s has withdrawn 
its appeal - appeals are ex¬ 
pensive and time-consum¬ 
ing for all concerned.

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Godolphin investigates 
illegal vet products find

ILLEGAL veterinary goods 
seized at Stansted airport 
have sparked a probe into 
one of the UK’s biggest 
equine operations, it has 
been reported. 

Sheikh Mohammed bin 
Rashid Al-Maktoum, consti¬ 
tutional monarch of Dubai 
and owner of Godolphin Rac¬ 
ing which has its UK head¬ 
quarters in Newmarket, is 
believed to have asked his 
junior wife Princess Haya to 
conduct an internal investi¬ 
gation into the seizure. 

On May 3 UK officials de¬ 
stroyed the unlicensed vet¬ 
erinary products, which were 
discovered on a private jet 
belonging to the Dubai gov¬ 
ernment at Stansted airport. 

A spokesman for the UK 
border force said: “On 3 May 
Border Force officers at Stan¬ 
sted identified a quantity of 
veterinary products on a pri¬ 
vate plane that arrived at the 
airport. The products, which 
were unlicensed, had been 
listed as horse tack and were 
seized by officers. 

“DEFRA (the Department 
for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs) were contacted 
and confirmed Border Force 
officers’ identification of the 
medicines, which were sub¬ 


sequently removed and de¬ 
stroyed.” 

However the British 
Horseracing Authority (BHA) 
has insisted there is no link 
between the seized products 
and Sheikh Mohammed’s 
racing operation. 

A spokesman said the in¬ 
cident took place when the 
BHA was already conducting 
an investigation at Godol¬ 
phin as 22 horses trained at 
the outfit’s Moulton Paddocks 
tested positive for anabolic 
steroids. Trainer Mahmood 
Al-Zarooni was later handed 
an eight year ban. 

The spokesman said: “The 
importation of unlicensed 
veterinary products is clearly 
a matter for the Veterinary 
Medicine Directorate and 
Defra. It was they who in¬ 
formed the BHA that their in¬ 
vestigation had found no link 
with horseracing and that 
they were satisfied that the 
veterinary products were not 
intended for Thoroughbreds. 

“The BHA have already 
conducted a thorough, four- 
month investigation into 
Godolphin’s operation and 
stable management follow¬ 
ing the positive samples 
identified in March when the 
horses were under the care 
of Mahmood A1 Zarooni. The 
findings of the report were

We must find 
ways to help 
our town grow 

THE promoters of the free school 
initiative are to be respected and 
applauded, not least for focusing 
attention on education facilities in 
Newmarket. 

However, I fear the numbers for 
their project never added up: there 
would be little point in, possibly, 
having an oversubscribed school 
and an undersubscribed school or 
even both schools undersubscribed. 
It may be that pupil numbers in 
future might make a second school 
necessary and feasible: this would 
depend on the future development 
of Newmarket and whether any 
extra housing produced adequate 
demand. 

It is, perhaps, these factors which 
the Town Council failed to consider 
when endorsing, in principle, the 
free school proposal yet often being 
against the developments which 
would be necessary for such a 
school to be sustainable, not least 
financially. 

I find it interesting that our MP 
appears to support the proposed 
Academy after previously 
supporting the free school idea 
and criticising the college for being 
"biased" in defending its position. 

Presumably Matthew Hancock 
has the same attitude to the 
Government Opposition and even 
his party's Coalition partners when 
they beg to differ with his variant 
views. 

Is it Conservative policy to seek 
to suppress public comment and 
opinion and not allow democratic 
debate ? 

Anyway, judging by the number 
of cars parked on the Severals, the 
Open Day was clearly successful 


and doubtless many businesses, 
especially eating (and drinking) 
places, profited by this influx of 
visitors. 

Now we need some bright ideas 
for the 350 or so days when racing 
and its Open Day do not swell 
the local coffers - not only for 
Newmarket but the whole of East 
Suffolk. Might we be bold and 
think of holiday centres, cinemas 
and the like? 

Of course, the catalyst might 
be the Home of Horse Racing 
Centre. If the Centre attracts the 
number of visitors necessary to 
cover its running costs there will be 
a fair increase in cars and coaches. 
Perhaps thought should be given 
to improving the multi storey car 
park and even adding another; also 
pedestrianisation of the High Street. 

Increased traffic raises the hazard 
to horses and racing conundrum. 

In a recent article in the Racing 
Post , referring to the latest proposals 
for Lord Derby's Hatchfield 
Farm, Justin Wadham is quoted 
as suggesting that Newmarket is 
becoming a car town rather than 
a horse town. Mr Wadham is 
further quoted as suggesting that 
increased traffic could be a reason 
that Michael Owen did not locate 
his racing yard in Newmarket. That 
is a fatuous argument. No self 
respecting Liverpool born multi 
millionaire ex footballer would stray 
far from Blackpool and Hollyoaks 
land. 

There are many locations 
between Lands End, John O'Groats 
and the White Cliffs of Dover 
which lend themselves to being 
racing yards: Newmarket does not 
have exclusivity in this regard. Mr 
Owen could undoubtedly, if he 
wished, buy either, or both, of the 
local studs available for purchase. 
Equally he could buy and develop 
Queensbury Lodge as a racing yard 
but probably he and his advisers are 


not that daft, either money wise or 
horse wise. 

Generally horses prefer to travel 
on turf rather than Tarmac. It is 
quite a while since Newmarket was 
a racing village with fewer vehicles 
so that horses could safely amble 
in the High Street and up the Bury 
Road, on which even cars may 
crash if drivers are distracted by 
horses. 

The solution to the horse / traffic 
hazards must be to separate the two 
as well as is feasible. 

I believe two of the yards in Exning 
are for sale. The prospect of riding 
horses in those narrow lanes with 
even current traffic may well delay 
their sale as racing yards. 

Equally, while it may be quaint and 
nostalgic, yards in the town centre 
must increase the risk of injuries to 
horses, riders, drivers, passengers 
and pedestrians. These could well 
be developed and alternative sites 
made available, possibly on Jockey 
Club land behind the existing yards 
of Hamilton Road. 

Monies for improvement of existing 
horse safety features could be 
available as a consequence of 
alternative developments of the 
yards in town and other projects. 
The stumbling block, however, 
is Racing Policy, which mantra is 
repeatedly, conveniently and glibly 
trotted out, seemingly without 
thought, to baulk many proposed 
developments. 

The youth of Newmarket, many of 
whom may enter racing, require 
educational, recreational, cultural 
and sports facilities. Newmarket's 
Rugby, Football and Cricket Clubs 
who do sterling work in youth 
involvement require suitable 
facilities with security of tenure. 
Currently Brickfields, Hatchfield 
and George Lambton are out of 
bounds to provide these facilities or 
the housing and employment which 
the parents need. 


As Tony Pringle wrote (Letters 
September 19th), at the Appeal 
following the refusal of Lord 
Derby's first proposal no grounds 
for refusal due to adverse effects on 
racing were found. 

The Appeal failed on the grounds 
that the number of houses proposed 
was excessive but this flies in the 
face of other experts' belief that 
such housing was necessary and 
justifiable, which would seem to 
imply that a subjective or political 
decision was made, contrary to 
Government policy. 

I believe the Racing Policy of 
Newmarket must be revisited and 
considered objectively to find a way 
forward, else Newmarket stagnates 
and dies.

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Disruption as 
teachers strike

SCHOOLS in the Newmarket 
area faced disruption yester¬ 
day as teachers went on strike 
as part of a national dispute 
over pay, working conditions 
and pension schemes. 

Members of the two largest 
teaching unions, the National 
Union of Teachers (NUT) 
and National Association of 
Schoolmasters Union ofWom- 
en Teacher (NASUWT) walked 
out causing partial closures 
across 49 local authorities in 
the country. 

One of the schools affected 
was Newmarket College, 
which was closed for pupils in 
years 7 to 9. 

In a letter to parents, Princi¬ 
pal Dr Bob Cadwalladr said: “I 
know from the conversations 
that I have had with teachers 
that their decision to strike 
has not been an easy one to 
make. 

“Equally, we haven’t made 
the decision to close the col¬ 
lege lightly. 

He added: “I hope that you 
understand that options have

been limited and that you will 
appreciate our priority to keep 
as much high quality teaching 
and learning in place for the 
students in Years 10,11,12 
and 13.” 

Mildenhall College 
Academy remained 
open for students 
in year 7 and 8 and 
the Sixth Form but 
closed for students 
in years 9,10 and 11. 

Headteacher Susan 
Byles said in her letter 


to parents: “I appreciate that 
the decision to close the acad¬ 
emy for some year groups 
causes disruption to parents 
and I have therefore made 
every effort to notify you of 
this as early as possible. 

“I have also made every 
effort to stay open for the two 
youngest year groups in order 
to help parents with child¬ 
care.” 

Cheveley Primary School 
was closed all day. 

Headteacher Diane King- 
don said: “We all hope that 
the dispute will be resolved by 
negotiation at national level 
as early as possible. 

“I do realise that this will 
have an impact on families 
and I thank you all for your 
patience and understanding. 

I hope that the dispute 
can be resolved sooner 
rather than later.” 
Lakenheath Pri¬ 
mary School was also 
partially affected by 
strike action. 

All the schools af¬ 
fected were expected 
to be back to normal 
today.

Funding for the ex¬ 
tensive renovations has 
come from contribu¬ 


tions from organisations 
including Forest Heath 
District Council, Suffolk 
County Council, the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund and 
Mildenhall Parish Coun¬ 
cil. 

Among the new exhib¬ 
its will be a range of cos¬ 
tume displays from the

the 1940s. 

The Mildenhall Muse¬

Drug 
abuse a 
priority 
for PCC 

A POLICE commissioner 
has pledged funding to fight 
the “social decay” caused by 
drug abuse. 

Tim Passmore, Suffolk’s 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner, has set his sights on 
fighting drug abuse across 
the county with a grant of 
£194,000 to fund the county 
council’s public health de¬ 
partment. 

Mr Passmore said: “Drug 
abuse has a significant im¬ 
pact on crime in the county 
and this is not an issue that 
the Constabulary can, or 
should, combat alone. 

“Drug abuse often leads 
to other crimes and social 
decay which in turn makes 
the county less attractive for 
inward investment and eco¬ 
nomic growth.” 

He added: “It can be a 
vicious circle for the indi¬ 
viduals involved, their fami¬ 
lies and the community in 
which they live. 

“The funding that I have 
given Public Health will be 
invested in intervention 
programmes which will pre¬ 
vent crime.” 

An estimated 22,500 
crimes are precented as as 
a result of drug and alco¬ 
hol users being engaged in 
treatment services in Suf¬ 
folk according to police sta¬ 
tistics. 

Mr Passmore has also 
agreed to widen a pilot pro¬ 
ject which tests identifies 
drug-misusing offenders 
when they are arrested and 
offers them treatment. 

The additional funding 
from the PCC will allow the 
force to expand the project 
to the Bury St Edmunds’ 
Police Investigation Cen¬ 
tre which, combined with 
funding from Public Health, 
will also pay for two drug 
treatment workers.

Just one 999 call made in 
Suffolk during fire strike 


ONLY one emergency call was re¬ 
ceived across Suffolk during a four- 
hour fire service strike. 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service re¬ 
sponded to the call which turned out 
to be a false alarm at a care home in 
the south west of the county. 

Firefighters were operating a re¬ 
duced service on Wednesday after¬ 
noon as the Fire Brigades Union 
(FBU) decided to walk out for the 
first time in 10 years following a row 
over pensions. 

Deputy chief fire officer, Mark 
Hardingham, said: “We operated a 
reduced service this afternoon, but 
our focus remained on protecting 
the people of Suffolk and those who

visit our county. 

“We’re pleased that there were no 
major incidents for our firefighters to 
respond to and I’d like to thank them 
for providing cover. 

“Normal service has now resumed 
but we’d urge people to continue to 
be safe and vigilant around fire risks.” 

Twenty of Suffolk’s 35 fire stations 
were available during the strike and 
staff who were not striking were on 
standby to crew the engines. 

Matt Wrack, Fire Brigades Union 
General Secretary, said the union has 
not ruled out further industrial ac¬ 
tion. 


He said: “This was a solidly sup¬ 
ported strike action by firefighters 
across England and Wales. It has 
demonstrated their anger and their 
determination. 

“This strike was a last resort after 
the government refused to negotiate 
- and a warning shot that firefighters 
are serious about keeping a fair, safe 
and workable pensions scheme.” 

Firefighters are concerned about 
government proposals to change the 
pensions scheme, which could see 
some staff working until they are in 
their sixties. 

Mr Wrack said: “Firefighters across 
the country are reporting a fantastic 
response from the public, who seem 


to understand that the government’s 
proposals on pensions are ludicrous. 

“We haven’t ruled out further in¬ 
dustrial action, but let’s hope com¬ 
mon sense wins out, public safety is 
put first and the government comes 
back open to compromise.”

Our pavements 
are perilous, 
says pensioner 


A PENSIONER says people’s 
safety is being put at risk by 
the poor state of pavements 
in her town. 

Dorothy Badcock, from 
Soham, uses a mobility 
scooter and is urging Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
to improve the condition of 
pavements in her area. 

She says the pavement 
along Brewhouse Lane - well 
used by people travelling to 
the Staploe Medical Centre 
or into the town centre - is 
particularly bad. 

Mrs Badcock, of Eastern 
Avenue, said: “Having re¬ 
cently acquired a mobil¬ 
ity scooter, I find myself ap¬ 
palled, horrified and dare I 
say it, frightened by the state 
of some of the pavements in 
Soham, particularly the one 
along Brewhouse Lane. 

“I have to use this one to 
get into town and am shaken

from stem to stern when us¬ 
ing it. 

“I have tried other routes 
but some are almost inac¬ 
cessible due to thought¬ 
less parking across dropped 
kerbs and also where access 
across a road is dangerous as 
the dropped kerb is on blind 
corners. 

“I also find that the cam¬ 
ber on the paths, especially 
where they are crossed by 
driveways, makes it feel like 
I am clinging to the side of 
Mount Everest and I have to 
lean to one side to avoid tip¬ 
ping over. 

“My scooter is a very sub¬ 
stantial one, for which I am 
eternally grateful, but some¬ 
times I feel quite scared. 

“I always said I would nev¬ 
er use the road as others do 
but I can certainly see why 


some people do. 

“Whoever is responsible 
for the upkeep of paths in 
the town should try using 
them sometimes.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said Mrs Badcock had 
been in touch with the au¬ 
thority about the issues 
raised. 

He said: “We always en¬ 
courage members of the 
public to raise any con¬ 
cerns they have about Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s highways net¬ 
work with us. 

“We would like to thank 
Mrs Badcock for contacting 
us and one of our engineers 
will be offering to meet with 
her to discuss her concerns.”

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When James Murray-White’s beloved mum Pauline 
was diagnosed with Alzheimer’s disease it was 
devastating for the whole family. Eight years later, he 
tells Louise Martin about the mother he knew before 
diagnosis, his efforts to keep her happy and safe 
at home - and how his passion for film-making is 
helping keep precious memories alive. 

P auline Murray-White has climbed mountains in Tibet, 
ridden camels in the desert and, in later life, found true 
love. She’s had a fulfilling career as an art and pottery 
teacher, is a mother of two grown-up sons and has been a life¬ 
long Wimbledon fan. But the once active, intelligent and capa¬ 
ble woman now requires full-time care, doesn’t recognise her¬ 
self in the mirror and is doubly incontinent. 

“Mum was diagnosed with Alzheimer’s disease in 2005,” says 
Pauline’s son, James. “It was an immediate worry - a body blow 
really. I didn’t know that much about it then. 

Alzheimer’s disease is the most common cause of dementia, 
accounting for about two-thirds of cases in people over 65. It 
is a degenerative condition caused by abnormal proteins in 
the brain, which form clumps called ‘plaques’ and ‘tangles’, 
leading to the death of brain cells. The results can include a 
host of symptoms: memory loss, confusion, disorientation, 
impaired language skills, reduced judgement, mood swings 
and, eventually, the breakdown of basic bodily functions. There 
currently is no cure. 

Pauline was 72 when she was diagnosed. At the time, James 
was living in Jerusalem where he was working as a freelance 
journalist. 

“I can remember exactly where I was when I got the call,” 
says James. “I was in the flat and it was mum’s partner, John, 
who broke the news. He was a very calm, measured man and he 
explained they had been to their GP who had referred them to a 
consultant. 

“I tried to talk to mum on the phone about it which wasn’t 
easy. She felt very low, but I told her I would support her however 
I could.” 

James was true to his word and just a few weeks later he 
returned to Cambridge to accompany his mum on a hospital 
appointment. “Mum’s first question at that meeting was ‘Can I 
pass it on?’,” says James. “Her immediate concern was whether or 
not it was hereditary” 

Pauline’s diagnosis came following a knee replacement 


operation where nurses noticed a change in her behaviour 
following surgery. “The nurses thought she might have suffered a 
series of mini strokes following the anaesthesia,” explains James. 
“She started making up stories and was very unsure who John 
was. 

“The nurses were phoning me in Jerusalem saying there was 
a problem and every time I spoke to mum over the next few 
days there was a real sense that something had changed. She 
had gone from being a confident person before she went into 
hospital to being a bit paranoid; there was a mental change.” 

Looking back, James believes there were signs of Alzheimer’s 
disease long before his mum’s diagnosis. “There was day-to- 
day forgetfulness about the shopping and lots of repetition,” 


he explains. “On one visit home I remember sorting through 
a basket of magazines and there was a document from one of 
these rogue companies that had got John to sign away £5,000 on 
a holiday home. It wasn’t like mum at all to agree to something 
like that.” 

Following her separation from her husband when James was 
7, Pauline raised her family on her own. She met John in later life 
and James describes the couple as “blissfully happy”. “They had 
a lovely relationship,” he says. “John was a bit older than mum 
and when he moved in they built an extension so they would be 
able to live on the ground floor, so they had planned for old age 
together. John became physically frail and now I can see how 
they used to cover up for each other, but they were happy in their 
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little bubble.” 

James returned to the UK in 2011 and by this 
stage his mum required live-in care. “Things 
were quite in decline by then,” he explains. 
“Ironically we got carers because of John and, 
the week they started, unfortunately he went 
into hospital and never came back. That was 
three years ago now; he died of a lung infection 
aged 90 and that care soon transitioned to 
mum. 

“It was a battle to get mum the care she 
needed and we burnt through her savings in 
the process. I do feel if I hadn’t been here the 
care wouldn’t have happened and mum would 
be in a home now.” 

James believes his mum’s condition has 
progressed gradually, but she now requires 
around-the-clock-care, which he wants to 
continue in her Cambridge home, where she 
has lived for the last 25 years, for as long as 
possible. “I really hope to keep mum at home 
but it’s in the hands of fate,” he says. “However 
difficult it can be here and however despairing 
I can feel at times, I know this is still the best 
situation. Even on days when mum doesn’t 
necessarily recognise it as her home, she knows 
it’s a good space to be in.” 

Despite not remembering many of the 
people around her, Pauline responds every 
time James talks to her. “She still remembers 
me,” he smiles. “I think the important thing is 
that mum recognises a good energy, someone 
who is caring towards her. 

“There have very occasionally been those 
strange, magical days when I catch a glimpse 
of the mother I knew 20 years ago, but that 
hasn’t happened for a while. I can remember 
one clearly when I was here on a visit four or 
five years ago - it was just amazing - but I don’t 
think we’ll see many more of those days now.” 

James has inherited his mum’s passion for 
travel, and his time spent in Jerusalem, as 
well as Mongolia, north Canada, Ireland and 
Scotland, led him to discover film-making, 
which he has now turned into a career. 

In 2007, two years after his mum’s diagnosis, 
James started filming Pauline as a way of 
documenting her dementia, while keeping 
her memories alive. Called Keeping Mum, 
the 10-minute film opens on a conversation 
between the mother and son, where Pauline 
poignantly says ‘I don’t want to forget; I don’t 
think we should forget’. “When mum was 
diagnosed I realised we were a family that had a 
lot of photographs but no film,” explains James. 
“I started filming mum in everyday situations; 

I was trying to get her to talk a bit more about 
her past but at that stage her memory was 
starting to go.” 

Created over a number of years, Pauline’s 
deterioration is evident throughout the film, 
as is the affection the mother and son have for 
each other. 


Now 80, Pauline has lived with Alzheimer’s 
for eight years without medication. In the 
early stage of her illness, like many Alzheimer’s 
patients, doctors considered prescribing 
Aricept, a cholinesterase inhibitor licensed 
to treat the disease. According to Alzheimer’s 
Research UK (ARUK) - the UK’s leading 
dementia research charity, which is based in 
Cambridge - this drug can help a patient’s 
condition through improvement in thinking, 
memory, communication or day-to-day 
activities. However, others may find their 
condition stays the same, when they would 
have expected to become less able as their 
dementia progresses, while some people notice 
no effect at all. 

“Mum’s always had a fragile stomach and 
one of the side effects of Aricept, and similar 
drugs, is stomach issues,” explains James. 
“There is new stuff on the market but it does 
depend on what stage you’re at and other 
physical factors.” 

James is a supporter of dementia research, 
which he says is desperately underfunded, and, 
although he admits a breakthrough is unlikely 
to help his mum, he’s passionate about raising 
awareness of the disease. 

Alzheimer’s Research UK reports that 
dementia is affecting hundreds and thousands 
of people in the UK and that figure is expected 
to rise significantly in the next generation. Most 
are over 65, but more than 15,000 under-65s 
have dementia, often referred to as early-onset 
dementia, including people in their 50s, 40s 
and even in their 30s. In Cambridgeshire alone, 
there are more than 6,000 people living with 
the disease. 

“I don’t necessarily believe in a magic 
bullet, but look how far cancer research has 
progressed in the last 30 years - they say we’ve 
virtually cured some cancers,” says James. “You 
can live with Alzheimer’s and other forms of 
dementia. Mum’s a great example of having 
lived with it for eight years without a tablet. 
We’re not seeing the worst effects of it at the 
moment, perhaps we’re staving it off? 

“I can only imagine the effects in mum’s head 
but I do believe keeping her in this situation, 
in her familiar surroundings, with people she 
knows, has made it a very gradual decline.”

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Suffolk Chamber 
to fight plans for 
A14 toll charges 


A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched to fight a proposed 
toll on the A14 which would 
cause a “unique disadvantage” 
for the county. 

The Suffolk Chamber of 
Commerce has spoken out 
about the proposals to turn 
part of the A14 near Hunting¬ 
don into a toll road, which will 
begin construction in 2015 if 
given the go ahead. 

Last week the Chamber 
launched its ‘No Toll Tax on Suf¬ 
folk’ campaign against what it 
described as “damaging” pro¬ 
posals. 

Chief executive fohn Dug- 
more said: “For many years, 
Suffolk Chamber, our members 
and firms across the county 
have been calling for improve¬ 
ments to this major part of our 
economic infrastructure, how¬ 
ever not at the expense of toll¬ 
ing. There is no doubt though 
that the proposals put forward

by the Department for Trans¬ 
port will be damaging to our 
economy and tolling of the A14 
will have a detrimental impact 
on business and Suffolk.” 

The plans are being consult¬ 
ed on over the next two months. 

Cars would be expected to 
pay £1 or £1.50 to use the road, 
while lorries would pay be¬ 
tween £2 and £3. 

Mr Dugmore said: “These 
proposals provide a unique 
disadvantage for Suffolk. Suf¬ 
folk businesses will be unique 
in facing a toll to get goods to 
market and to get supplies from 
businesses around the country. 

“The Deputy Prime Minister 
Nick Clegg last week suggested 
that the new toll road would 
‘spread the burden’ on im¬ 
provements to the A14. Spread¬ 
ing the burden is exactly what 
tolls will not do. Rather, they 


will put a greater burden on this 
particular part of the country.” 

Adding his voice to the cam¬ 
paign, Cllr Graham Newman, 
Suffolk County Council cabinet 
member for roads and trans¬ 
port, said: “We support im¬ 
provements being made to the 
A14 but tolling the road will cre¬ 
ate unfairness. 

“It is a toll uniquely on Suf¬ 
folk businesses - and that is an 
unfair tax on t he county. The 
Government must listen to the 
voice of business and rethink 
their tolling proposals.” 

A representative for the High¬ 
ways Agency told the News last 
week: “The level of tolling pro¬ 
posed is more than offset by the 
business benefits of more relia¬ 
ble and reduced journey times.

Crunchtimes 


It’s a bumper year for apples, experts 
have told us, thanks to last year’s wet 
summer, this year’s late spring and the 
glorious summer of 2013 - but what if 
things haven’t gone so well? 

While many gardeners will be 
crowing about the vast amount of 
apples they've picked from their 
groaning trees, a few will no doubt be 
wracking their brains about the lack 
of fruit, brown spots, maggots and 
general poor performance. 

So, if you're in the latter category, 
why might this have happened? 

Well, the tree may be in too dry a 
spot, which will result in little growth. 

It may be too wet and the roots may 
drown each winter, especially in a 
heavy soil when the roots may be 
confined in a hole full of water after 
every rain. 

You also need to look at your soil, 
which may be too acid, too alkaline or 
just poor, with few nutrients. 

Exposure to sun also has a bearing. If 
the site is too shady then the plant can 
become stunted. 

Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) 
fruit specialist Jim Arbury, who will be 
identifying apples at several of the RHS 
Taste of Autumn Festival events this 
month, explains: "Sometimes you will 
find trees originally planted in the sun 
may have become shaded by a conifer 
hedge or a building and this can affect

fruiting. There have been situations 
where fruit may appear on one side of 
the tree which isn't shaded and not on 
the other, which is." 

If the tree was container-planted 
when you bought it, did you make 
sure you teased out the roots before 
planting? If not, they may all be 
trapped in their original place where 
they are now strangling each other 
underground - a problem which is 
often presented by the plant bursting 
into life in spring before petering out 
and looking forlorn all summer. 

Others say their apple trees have 
grown well but simply haven't flowered 
in spring. This is generally down to 
flowers being destroyed by frost, or 
trees being too young or too vigorous. 

"Often, when you've neglected a 
tree, then prune it very hard it will 
react by producing vigorous growth 
and may take time to crop again," 


Arbury explains. 

A give-away sign is when the 
branches are growing very strongly 
upwards, often with leaves that are 
dark green. 

"The best thing to do with a 
neglected tree is to prune it over two to 
three years, to balance everything out, 
but it may take a few years to settle 
down again." 

Trees which look healthy but don't 
fruit may be the victims of a serious 
water shortage at the start of the 
season, a problem which can easily be 
rectified. 

They may also need another 
pollinator, especially if you live in 
an urban area with few other trees 
around. Apples generally need 
partners, but usually there are so 
many apple trees about that you can 
get away without planting a partner 
yourself. However, if in doubt, plant 
another apple tree nearby. 

Apples infested with maggots and 
holes may have fallen victim to apple 
sawfly or codling moth. The best 
way to control them is to be vigilant 
early on in the season, removing 
any infected fruitlets and clearing up 
any fallen ones and destroying them 
as soon as possible along with the 
maggots within. 

Heavy mulches under the trees laid 
over a woven fabric or plastic-sheet 



layer traps the hibernating pupai above. 
You can then expose them to the birds 
by raking the mulch aside in winter. 

Arbury warns apple growers that 
their bumper crop this year might not 
be repeated next year if their trees 
suffer from biennial bearing, carrying a 
heavy crop one year and little or none 
the next. The tree exhausts itself by 
overcropping one year and then has to 
take a year or more off. 

"Biennial bearing often happens in 
unpruned trees. It's best to prune the 
trees (generally once between leaf fall 
in autumn and bud burst in spring) so 
that the cropping will balance out year 


on year." 

Another solution to biennial bearing 
is that after the June drop (which 
usually happens in July, when fruitlets 
fall from the trees), you should thin the 
fruits, removing at least half including 
the crowded, diseased and deformed 
and leaving only the best. This reduces 
the load on the tree by lessening the 
number of seeds, which it takes a lot of 
energy for the tree to make. The tree 
should fruit each year if the fruits are 
always thinned.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



LJ Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss.

A TENTH place finish was as good as 
Oliver Jarvis and his Phoenix Racing 
team-mates could hope for at the 
Nurburgring 1000, the final race of 
the Blancpain Endurance Series.

JWALA will spearhead Robert Cowell’s team 
in the Prix de l’Abbaye at Longchamp on 
Sunday. 

The four-year-old was a shock 40-1 winner 
of the Nunthorpe Stakes at York last month 
but her impressive work on the gallops since 
suggests that performance was no fluke. 

“Jwala is in cracking form. She is doing 
some snazzy pieces of work and I couldn’t be 
happier at this stage,” said Cowell. 

“She seems to be at the top of her game still. 
Time will tell once the day of the race comes. 
Things can suddenly mysteriously pop up 
and they can run a shocker for whatever rea¬ 
son, but I couldn’t be happier with her.” 

Cowell could also be represented in the 
five-furlong Group One by Kingsgate Native 
and Spirit Quartz. 

A season-long plan came to fruition for 
Ismail Mohammed as Educate won the Bet¬ 
fred Cambridgeshire to give jockey Johnny 
Murtagh his first success in the race. 

“I had to commit a bit sooner than I wanted 
to and was in front half a furlong too soon,” 
said Murtagh. “He drifted left and got a bit 
tired towards the end and I was glad that the 
line came in time. 

“It was a brilliant performance with a lot of 
weight - 9st 91b. It was a great win. He was a 
class horse in a handicap.” 

Newmarket-based Mohammed said: “He’s 
won a lot of races for us but this was the one 
I wanted. Winning races like this can only be 
good for us. 

“I want my team to get bigger and bigger. 
Educate will go to Dubai and we have a pro¬ 
gramme for him there.” 

Princess Noor could be set for a return to 
the Rowley Mile next spring after her three- 
quarters-of-a-length second place behind 
French filly Vorda in the Group One Connol¬ 
ly’s Red Mills Cheveley Park Stakes. 

“Johnny (Murtagh) was impressed with her. 
It was the first time he has sat on her and he 


felt she was good enough to look after her, as 
she could be doing something next spring,” 
said Newmarket trainer Roger Varian. 

“Johnny thought she would get a mile and 
you would have to be thinking about the 
1,000 Guineas.” 

Attendances on Betfred Cambridgeshire 
Day were up five per cent on 2012, from 8,818 
to 9,259, meaning a crowd increase for each 
of the three days of the 2013 meeting. 

Amy Starkey, the Jockey Club Racecourses’ 
east regional director, said: “We’ve taken a 
step in the right direction but we will be look¬ 
ing to develop the overall attendance at the 


meeting next year and beyond.” 

Hugo Palmer is looking forward to a poten¬ 
tial trip to Australia with Short Squeeze after 
the three-year-old completed his hat-trick in 
scintillating style at Haydock last Saturday. 

The Darley Stakes at Newmarket on Octo¬ 
ber 12 is a potential next port of call, although 
that Group Three event is also an option for 
stable companion Ascription, who missed 
Saturday’s Betfred Cambridgeshire on ac¬ 
count of the fast ground. 

Longer-term Short Squeeze could head 
Down Under for next year’s Toorak Handicap, 
a Grade One event. 


Ed Walker has, from next year, been grant¬ 
ed approval by Lady Cecil to train from two 
self-contained yards at Warren Place.
